Constornation in Kossia Over the Rapid
Spread of Cholera in Central Asia.

ST. PETERSBRURG, June 28.—Seventy-five
deaths from cholera have ocenrred in cen-
tral Asia., These deaths are exclusive of

the fatal cases of the discase which bhave
been reported at Baku, where 164 peérsons,

seventy of whom succumbed to the mal-
ady, wero atricken during one week. T'he
persons chietly attacked are emigrants
Consternation prevails in some parts of
the empire owing to the rapid spread of
the disease at Baku, capital of the govern-
ment of Bakn, on the west coast of the

Caspian sea. Thirty-five new ocases were
reported vesterday. Bakn is a great
petrolenm-shipping peint. The streets are
narrow and crooked, and the town 18 gen-
erally ill built. Sanitary rules are more
honored 1n the breach than in the observy:
ance, though since the Minister of the
Interior has taken the matter 1n hant
eome little 1mprovement is aeen. The eity
contains Parsee temples, to which pilgrim-
ages are made by that sect, and it is highly
probable that the discase was introduced
by the pilgrims. Thonsands of workmen
employed in the eity and at the petrolenm
eprings on the peninsula of Apsheron, on
which Daka is sitaated, have become so
irightened that they are leaving in droves.
